MEMORIAL DAY «1 
NORTH GEORGETOWN 


ANNUAL HOMECOMING 


OF SPEIDEL FA M ILY 


Hanoverfon, »May 25 
Sunday w as 
the occasion of the anuual homecom­ 
ing of the children of the venerable 
John B Speidel, with their families, 
in commemoration of his birthday an­ 
niversary. a time ever looked forward 
to with interest and 
one 
of much 
pleasure and enjoyment in its social 
side of life 
All the children with the exception 
of the 
eldest sou. Lawrence <H. W. 
Speidel of Lake Forest, 111., were pre 
sent, he being detained at home ow­ 
ing to the illness of bis wife, more 
than fiftv in all being present. 
A ft 
ture of the day was the big family 
dinner, this spread 
upon 
one long 
table arranged upon the lawn at the 
pleasant home, a dinner embracing all 
the bounties that palate and heart 
could desire, 
in abundance 
and 
spare. 
In addition to the social greeting 
the children with parents in the old 
home circle as an occasion such as 
was this affords, a ball game between 
picked nines from the assem blage of 
the men folk added to the merriment. 
All in all it was a day of especial 
gladness and one long to be rem em ­ 
bered 
John B. Speidel was born in tier 
m an\ 
in a province of the country 
within a hundred tniies of Liege, the 
historic Belgian town where occurred 
one of the desperate battles of the 
present great old world war. At the 
age of nineteen he came to America, 
stopping first at Pittsburg and then 
at Salem, going from there to l>un- 
gannon and a little later to Hanover- 
ton. 
The greatest part of his life he has 
passed at Hanover, for the past 46 
years having lived in the sam e resi­ 
dence he now occupies, a well kept 
farm home m the eastern suburb of 
the village. 
He is a shoem aker by 
trade, and his life has ever been an 
active and busy one. 
He applied him ­ 
self to the trade at his first coming 
to Hanover in 1867 or 1863 branch­ 
ing out and carrying a stock of ready 
made footwear, finally extensively en 
gaging in this part of m ercantile life 
and building up a splendid patronage 
and trade
